“Finding and Order ofa Naval Court held 
at the British Conswata-General on (he 12th 
day of July, 1906, to investigate the circam- 
alunces ationding 4 collision between the 
British steamer ‘Appaluchco’ andthe British 
stemmoor ‘Athonian” at dhe  entrauce «to 
Yokohama harbour on July 7b, 106; —

tons, of London, official No. 11,848, and the 
“ Athenian” ix a steum youre! of 2,440 tous, of 
Bonthampton, official No. 82,425, 

“Ft apponrs from the evidence befory the 
Court, thet on tha 7th. of July, shorily after 
noon, the two ships’ Appalachee’ and ‘Athenian’ 

ot under way ut approximately the samo tine. 

fe is difficult to indicate from the evidence 
which waa aoler sway first, but takiog into 
consideration the time of the collision aad the 
distance travorsed it, is probable the ‘ Appala- 
cheo’ was the last to move, * : 

“The ‘Athenian’ would seem to have left 
the harbour using o moderates amount of port 
holm, which eventually brought her to o 
position about 100 feet’ from the ‘white light
